The Fire Starts in he Toi Story and Barrs Down 


Property That Was Saved—The Fire- 
men and Citieens Work: | 
Like Beavers. 


About 11939 o'clock yesterday forenoon a 
beavy smoke was noticed hovering over the 
Los Angeles Furniture Company’s build- 
ing. It was peuring‘out of the third story 


windows of the .compaty’s building, on 


Main street, ctwo doors below the St. Elmo 


Hotel. Police Officer Van Luven, who was, 


passing at the time, jat once rushed around 


telephone message was receiyed from the 


etice of the company, stating that the build- 


inz was on fire. The fireinen turned out at 


once, and in a few saconds were on the 
scene. ‘Lhe fire had evidently been burn- 


inxs for some time!) before the alarm was 


given, for when the first engine arrived 

dense volumes of bla¢k smoke were pouring } 
out of the windows. In the meantime a large | 
crowd had gathered ia the streets, which 


increased every minute, and ina short time | 
several thousand ya were watching the 
progress of the flames. The telegraph, 
wires were cut asvay, and as soon as the 
hook and ladder truck «arrived the men 
were ordered up to the third story, and the 
rernl work commenced, In a few minutes 

the heat became so intense that the men 


| were driven back. and it soon became evi- 


dent that everything on the third floor 
would have tu gu, ane all the energies of the 
firemen were devoted) to confining the fire 
within this limit. The occupants of the ad- 
joining buildings had removed their e€ects 
to piaces of safety by this time, and come to 
the assistance of the emplores of the house 
in carrying out the furniture. On the lower 
floors of the burping building a busy scene 
was presented. Nearly 109 men are em- 
ployed by the company, and these, aided by 
numerous volunteers, and under the direc- 
then of Treasvrer| Johnston, worked 
like beavers in getting out goods, 
whieh was eerried across the street 
and stored in the Baker block, the halls of 
which soon presented ithe appearance of a 
large furniture emporium. Fully $20,000 
worth of valuable carpets, curtains and 
furniture was saved in this way. In the 
meantime the fire, which had been contined

A SAD ACCIDENT. 


Sackett Cornel, City Editor of the 


Telegram, Shoots a Man. 
A sad accident, and one that may result 


fatally, occurred during the progress of the 


Los Angeles, Furniture Company fire, on 


Main street, yesterday morning shortly be- 
fure 12 o'clock. A large crowd had congre- 
gated on the sidewalk watching the fire, 
and when the water was turned on there 


was a general stampede, during which a 
pistol. shot was heard, anda man was seen 
to fall to the sidewaik in front of Joe Po- 

Odflicers 
Donahue and Van Luvep, who were stand- 
luz near by, at once rushed to the scene, 
when Sackeit Cornell, city editer of the 
Kvyening Telegrat, stated that it was his 
pistel which had been discharged. Mr. 
Cornell was among the crowd, and had in 
bis band a large roll of cop py pape aper. When 
the rush came, ‘(3 attempted to putthe paper 
in his pocket to: keep it from getting wef, 


and, in doing so, knucked out bis revolver, 


which fell to the sidewalk and exploaed one 


cartridge. On hearing this statement, Van 


Luven told Cornell to go to the station with 
Donahne, whilehe would look after the 
jured man, who was carried across the 
street to Dr. Adams’s office. Here he 
gave the nanie of Joseph Lumazette, 
and Dr. Adams at once p ed 
make an examination of his injuries. He 
found thatthe bullet had entered about 
two inches above the left groin, ranging 
upward, and inflicting a very severe aod 
dangerous wound. Lumazette was put 
uncer the influence of chloroform, wiile 
the doctor probed for the bullet, which he 
was unable to find. As soon as possibl ean 
ambulance was secured, and J,amazette 
was removed to his ludgings at 3233 South 
Spring street. Dr. Adams is of the opinion 
that the wound is of a serious and probably 
fatal nature. Lumazette was suffering 
greatly when removed, and had to be kept 
under the influence of opiates. 

Mr. Lumazette is a carriage painter by 
trade, and came to Los Angeles: about a 
vear ago. Hewas a sober, reliable —
